Mr. Kinkead’s Police Patrol System 
a Flat Failure in This City. 


_ — 


The Police Commissioners Come 
to the Conclusion the $52,920 
is to be Thrown Away. 


That New Park Wagon at the Mounted— 
The Superintendency of the Patrol 
System—A Rumor That the 
Police Department Will 
be Investigated. 


A few months ago the ‘‘Father of the St. 
Louis Police System,’’ then only known to 
fame as simple Police Commissioner Kin- 
kead, and Chief of Detectives, then plain Ser- 
geant,Watkins took an Eastern trip, at the 
city’s expense, forthe purpose of inguiring 
inte the feasibility of introducing the police 
patrol in this city. Mr. Kinkead had been in 
communication with the manutacturers of the 


instruments and personally was pretty well 
convinced that St. Louis wanted a full-grown 
patfol system /bagiv, but to study the plan 
independent offfiis own private conclo- 
sions and in behalf of the de- 
partment was the obiect of the trip. 
The City by the Lake was visited and the sys- 
tem inspected. The conclusion was that St. 
Louis neeaed the wagons just as badly as Chi- 
cago did. The fact that the annual report ot 
tne latter department shows nearly donbie 
the amount of criminal cases made out by the 
exhibits of the depurtmentof the Future Great 
was not taken into consideration. The further 
tuct that St. Louis bas no Briageport, like 
Chicago, Where rows and riots are nightly oc- 
currences, was not cousidered. Chicago is 
now epjoying the reign of gangs like those 
which heid swayin St. Louis in the old 
‘levee times,’’ and in point of rougn locali- 
ties it is conceded by police officiuis 
to be ten years behind St. 
Louis. Oincinnati was visited and the 
necessity pronounced evident and the work- 
ings admirable. Since this visit the 

WAGONS HAVE BEEN SOLD AT AUCTION 
by the Municipal -Assembiy, who pronounced 
them ‘‘auseless expense.’’ After the trip the 
board haa painted forit a glowing picture of 
the benefits of the system. A noiseless rubber- 
tired wagon, carrying the officers of the law, 
would driveup to a residence ora bank ona 
private ‘‘call’’ before the burelarsor safe- 
blowers would bave timetoturnabout. The 
resolution went through before the old board 
went out and the pew board came in and 
heard more of the system. The experiment 
was not. tried as all other experi- 
ments in the world are usually 
tried, On &#& small scaie. The contracts 
were let at once, and the board, with the ex 
ception of Mr. Kinkead, has since come to the 
conclusion that the patrol system is a fiat fail- 
ure and a big mistake has been made. Atthe 
last meeting while the members were discuss 
ing the article entitled ‘‘Inside History of the 
Police Board,’* Commissioner Caruth came to 
the conclusion that the patrol system was not 
a success, and turning to nis brother Commis- 
> the ‘‘Father of the Patrol System,’’ he 
said: 

**See here, Kinkead, can’t the orders for 
those other Wagons be revoked?’’ 

**No,’’ replied Kinkead, ‘‘it’s too late now; 
they are almost built,’’ and the board pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of measures to 
further the interest of the party in St. Louis. 

A good presentation of the matters which 
will be of interest to the tax-payers was 
made by amember ofthe department whose 
honesty of purpose and good understanding 
and lack of influence are his disqualifications 
for promotion: ‘‘Il have seen a good many 
cliques, crowds and rings in the Police De- 
partment in my time, but, with all due respect 
to the honorable board which would cut .my 
head off short if 1 was discovered giving vent 
to these sentiments, this board is the dandy 
for schemes. The people of St. Louis will 
oave good cause to remember this Police 
Boara for introducing the patrol system, It 
is the biggest foolishness that was ever sada- 
died on an unsuspecting pubiic.’’ 

‘*How abeut the necessity of it?’’ 

‘*There is no more needa of the patrol system 
in St. Louis than there is fora hvok and lad- 
@er company for a burning gospel tent 
in a town where the highest house is one 
story. If you will get a copy of the last 
pulice reports, I will show you how absolutely 
unnecessary the patrol wagons are in this 
city. During the last fiscal vear there were 
ten cases of burglary made. Not one ot these 
occurred in places where the burglars would 
be caught by the patrol wagons, if they were 
stationed in every block. Wehave nothad a 
residence burgiary of any consequence in two 
years. We have not hed any oisturbance of 
any consequence since the big railroad strike 
in ’77, or the Filley molders’ strike. There 
are eight cases of rioting reported, but I 
don’t recollectthem. I suppose the report of 
the wagons will have eve drunk 
and disturbance of the peace down for a riot 
or general breach of the public peace. It was 
men,not wagons that tne public needed. A rea) 
live policeman possesses one other advantage 
over the wagon than that he can vote; he can 
watch. Last year 201 cases of grand and 855 
cases of petit larceny were made. It is safe to 
4#V that 500 cases of grand were reported and 
2,500 petit. But little attention is bestowed on 
the latter class of cases after the commission 
of the offense in wost instances. Now if the 
namber of officers were put on whose salaries 
the expenditures for the system wou!d pay,the 
town would be well taken care of, Of the 
404 officers now on the roll 29 are employed in 
clerical capacities, The average number of ab 
sentees is 18, leaving 359 men for actual service 
and of this number only 179 men are really at 
work at any one time. I Nave never figured 
the matter out, but I beheve St. Louis would 
nave as large a department as desired if the 
money expended on tbe patrol system was 
used in paying men.’’ 

For tne benefit of the public an estimate of 
the expenses of the patrol system is appended. 
The bills have not been sent to the board yet, 
but the fizures have been collected with care, 
and are not many dollars removed from the 
actual cost, The expenses of the 
patrol for the first year will be 
as follows: Five houses have been and will be 
built and located at the Chestnut Street 
Station, Four Oourts block, Third District 
Station, Seventh and Carr, Third, Distriet Sub- 
station, Jefferson avenue and Dayton street, 
and Fourth District, Tenth and Nurth Market 
streets. The average cost of the alterations is 
$00, makivg a total or $2,000 for building. The 
wagons average $25 each, or a total of $2,625. 
It will require filteen horses, at an average 
cost of $200 each, making $3,000; five sets of 
harness at each, $200; stable fitting and 
supplies $25 each, $125; rental Of 200 instrn. 
mneuts from Bell Telephone Company at $15 
each per annum, $3,000; cost of 200 boxes at $is 
each, 3 , 600 ; sixty five miles or 
wire and pvies at $110 per mile, $7,150; 
annual wear and tearof each wagon, harness, 
etc., $100; total, $500. Shoeing of 15 horses at 
Ed. Butier’s at an advanced price of $2 per 
set and 1] set per month makes per annum, 
Expense of teeding and keeping 15 horses at 

i2 per month each foots up $2,160 per annuum.

Mr. William Hyde cameon thé floor of the , 
Merchants’ Exchange this morning, 
evidently laboring under a state 
of intense excitement.

Hyde walked up 
to him rapidly, and as he approached Chan- 
dier nodded and emiled. ‘‘Who gave you 
authority to speak to me yesterday’’ or ‘*‘Who 
gave you autbority to speak about me,’’ are 
the two ways in which Hyde’s 
opening remarks are reported.All the authori- 
ties agree upon the second actof the drama, 
however. Without waiting for a 
reply Hyde struck Chandler with all 
his might in the face. A seal 
ring on his finger caught Chandler on the fore- 
head and cut bis temple above the eyebrow 
in such a Mannerthat the blood gushed from 
it profusely. Chandler was knocked 
down by the blow, and before Hyde had time 
to repeat the experiment in balistics a 
number of gentlemen had rushed between 
and hopelessiy separated the belligerents, 
A crowd of sight-seerscame pouring about 
the pair, every one laboring under the most 
intense excitement to find out the cause of 
the circus. Hyde turned around, looked 
atthe crowd and exclaimed, ‘‘Why, what's 
tbe matter? what’s the excitement? I’ll have 
to send over one of my reporters to find out 
whatisgoingon.’’ With this humorous re- 
mark he left, and Chandler, leaving 
on a friends;s arm and still apparently dizzy 
from the blow, went to the wash-room and re- 
moved the traces of the carnace.

LOSSES AT POKER. 


Mr. Matthev*s’ Ciaim That He Parted 
With $35,000 in Paris. 
From the New York Sun. 

Charles H. Crawford brought suit in the 
Supreme Court against Charies A. Mai- 
thews, about two months ago, to recover 
$4,400 which he ciaimed to have lent the de- 
fendant in Paris in March, 1881. An attach 
ment was granted against property of the de- 
fendant, upon the ground of his non-resi- 
dence. A motion was made before Judge 
Haight, iast month, to Vacate ‘he attachment, 
upon the ground that the amount sought to 
be recovered was a gambling debt. Judge 
Haight denied the motion, with ieave to re- 
new it upon additional affijiavits. 

The motion was made the second time be- 
fore Judge Lawrence. Mr. Matthews, in his 
affiiavii, said he became acquainted with 
Crawford on the steamship Germania on her 
voyage from New York to Liverpool, in No- 
vember, 1880. They played poker in the 
smoking rouvm, and gradually enlarged the 
limit of the game until the purser inter- 
fered, saying it was against the rules to play 
for so high stakes. The players were Craw- 
ford, Reginald C. Levien and a Mr. Sevrien. 
Afterward, Matthews says, he met Crawford 
and Levien in London and Paris, and in 
February, in the latter city, be los: at poker 
$35,000, of which Levien won $13,000, a man 
named Harrison $6,000 and Crawford the 
rest. 

Edward, McPhillips, a detective, made 
affidavit that he had been informed by well- 
known sporting men, inciuding Johu Geery, 
Morris Simmons, and D. H. Oakes, that 
Crawford was known as a professional gam- 
bier, and engaged in no other busices>; that 
it was bis practice to go to Europe once or 
twice every year for the purpose of making 
the acquaintance of persons on the voyage, 
and of engaging them tn playiog cards either 
on shipboard or in Eagiand or ou ihe Oon- 
tivent, and wioning their money; that he was 
one of the smariest men in the world in 
manipulating cards while dealing, and that 
he had won $40,000 at one sitting from a Cali- 
fornian. 

Jobo H. Stoker made affidavit that Craw- 
ford aud Levien were profe-sional gamblers, 
and that he haa been informed vy one of 
them that they avd Wiiliam Edwards had 
agreed to go to Euope no the Germanic for 
the purpese ef winning money from Mr 
J.mes Gordon Bennett, who was to sail and 
did sail ow that vessel; that E iwards did uot 
go, and that they did aot succeed in induc- 
wg Mr. Bennett to play cards with them, bu 
that ondthe way they met Matthews and in- 
duced him to piav. 

Crawford and Levien made affidavit deny- 
ing (hese statements, and reiteraiing that the 
meney claimed was lent in Paris upon an as- 
surance by Matthews that he wouid refund 
it upon reaiizi g on the sale of United States 
bonds in Loudon. They deny thatthey won 
money from Maithews, either on the steam 
ship or afterward, shougb they admit having 
played poker wih him, aud they assert thai 
he was an inveterate gambier, and that he 
had won and lostfortunes at Monte Carlo. 

Judge Lawrence denied the motion to va- 
cate the attachment,saying that although the 
case Was amplified by the affidavits read on 
the present m»tiuon, he did noi see that the 
maiu features of the case Were different from 
eee which were passed upon by Judge

COMMERCIAL KENO. 

A local article in the Post- DISPATCH some 
days ago presented a very distinct and strik- 
ing picture of the gambling mania as devel- 
oped by the option trading in grain and other 
‘“‘futures” in the S:.Louis Exchange. Thelarge 
sums daily lost and won thereby, the demor- 
alizing fascination which this species of 
gambling exerts over those who engage in it, 
the temptations to fraud and crime that arise 
in the course of it, and the financial and mor- 
alruin wrought by it in a large number of 
cases, are so notorious that no exaggeration 
is requi:ed to lend avery serious aspect to 
the attendant evils. 

So far as the demoralizing and crime-fost- 
ering effect of gambling is concerned, we 
certainly have gained but little in suppress- 
ing the wicked faro panks and keno houses 
while option trading throws the respectabili- 
ty of commercial transactions around the 
practice of the same vice by large operators 
on ’Change and by the poor employes who 
risk their emall earnings on “puts” and 
‘calls’? in the bucket shops. Indeed the 
ciiminal records of our great commercial cen- 
ters during the last five years are burdened 
with more cases of fraud, abuse of pecuniary 
trusts and heavy defalcations traceable to 
‘speculation in option deals” than have been 
attributed in the last twenty to all other 
forms of gambling. The working up of asuc- 
cessful “‘corner’’? in options involves all the 
elements of conspiracy, cojlusion, deception 
and overreaching which obliterate’ the 
moral distinction between the ‘“bristle’ 
game of faro and actual robbery. As to the 
lower class of bucket-shops, the better class 
of professional gamblers who bave obtained 
partnerships in some of these establishments, 
by way of ‘‘tapering off’? from faro dealing, 
have Withdrawn from “ihe new game,” pro- 
nouncing its tricks *ttoo low down” for their 
ideas of fair piay. 

Our old statutes against “‘forestalling and 
regrating’”’ were framed to protect consumers 
from a sort of speculation infinitely trivial in 
its effects upon the provision markets as 


| compared with option dealing and the “‘cor- 


nering’’ operations to whichitruns. Aside 
from this it embarrasses regular commerce 
iu manv ways. It unsettJes the elements of le- 
gitimate business calculations by putting the 
market on a basis of fictitious transactions 
in which every bushel of grain is bought and 
sold many times over at prices varying, not 
with supply and demand, but with the as- 
cendency of “‘bull’?’ or “‘bear” cliques. It 
causes unwholesome fluctuations in the 
money market and diverts capital and credit 
and the attention of capable men from bysi- 
ness which is real and legitimate to that 
which is fictitious and illegitimate, 

Of course nobody expects to eradicate the 
vice of gambling or even to eliminate from 
commerce the element of chance which im- 
parts to its regular transactions more or less 
of the betting spirit. But the extraordinary 
increase of the gambling fever traceable to 
option dealing, the rapidity with which it is 
extending to yourg men of all classes, ruin- 
ously demoralizing and unfitting them for 
real business, areevils which demand plain 
speech, public education and agitation 
directing general attention to the subject, at 
least, if not restraining legislation. 


ENGLAND’S NEW PRINCIPLE. 
The official statemen* of Earl GRANVILLE 
to the Uonference at Constantinople before * 
single English soldier had been landed in 
Egypt, set forth the purposes of the British 
Government in the following words: 


The desire of the British is that the naviga-. 


tion of tne Suez Canal should be maintained 
open and unrestricted; that Egypt should 
be well and quietly governed, free from pre- 
dominating influence on the part of any single 
Power; that international engagements shall 
be observed,and that those British commercia] 
and industrial interests which have been so 
largely developed in Egypt shall receive due 
protection and shall not be exposed to out- 
rage—a principle which is not only appli. 
cable in Egypt, but is essential for our na- 
tional interests in all parts of the world. 


Diplomatic disavowals of a purpose to sub- 
ject Exypt to the predominating influence of 
any single Power will not amount to much af_ 
ter England has obtained full possession 
and when her papers are demanding that 
.* international engagements shall be ob- 
served and that those British commer- 
cial and industrial interests which have 
been largely developed in Egypt shall 
receive due protection’? by means of a Royal 
British Constabulary similar to that which 
governsIreland. But the interesting thing 
is GRANVILLE’s declaration that this policy of 
taking pos: ession of debtor nations and devolv- 
ing upon the British Government therein the 
rights and fuuctions of a tr of a bank- 


rupt estate forthe benefit of Epglieh credi- | 
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tors, is to be insisted upon as a fixed principle 
of international jaw. “With it is coupled the 
suggestion of aright to interfere in the in- 
ternal government of any couatry in which 
British subjects have business interests tiat 
are not protected as their paternal home 
government could wish. And all this, we 
are told, is a principle which is not 
only applicable to Egypt, but is essential 
to British interests “in all parts of the 
world.” If this means anything it means the 
application to Mexico and other weak Ameri- 
can States of the same treatment to which 
Ezypt has just been subjected. It means the 
British absorption of Central America and 
the Anglicization of Isthiaian transit on this 
side of the water. It means foreign or British 
control of Peru, Chili or any South American 
Republic indebted to English capitalists or 
invaded by, British business enterprises. 
Engiand’s superior naval, power may enable 
her to apply this principle “in all parts of 
the world,’’ but she is not likely to try it on 
this side of the water till some other Ameri- 
can acquisition will more than compensate 
ber for the loss of what is now called British 
America. 

OUR new Police Board, appointed by CRIT- 
TENDEN for political purposes, needs looking 
into already. The Municipal Assembly 
should appoint a committee to investigate its 
transactions, as was done a few years ago 
when members of the Board were found em- 
ploying police carpenters to do private house 
repairs. 

Commissioner JONES-MCCaABE, who has 
charge of the mounted district, not long ago 
took the horse-shoeing contract away from 
JOHN KIRBY, who was doing it at $150 per 
band-made set, and gave it to the political 
boss, ED. BUTLER, who sharges $2 per set for 
machine-made shoes. It is supposed tbat 
JONES-MCCABE is looking after the interests 
of the great Democratic party. 

DAN KERWIN is putting on turnkeys and 
night watchmen at sub-stations, at consider- 
able expense to the city, where the arrests do 
not average three per week. Theturnkeys 
are all Democrats, and it is understood that 
they willlabor for the advancement of the 
grand old Democratic party. 

Commissioner KINKEAD saysthat he pur- 
chased the elegant two-seated park wagon 
that is now at the Mounted Police Stable 
with hisown money. When CUPPLEs, SIM- 
MONS and Maxon resigned KINKEAD said 
bis delicate sentiments of pride and hono, 
wou d have to give way to his poverty. He 
said that he was a poor man and could not 
afford to resign. At the recent presentation 
of the official shield to KINKEAD, KIMPEL, 
who made the patrol wagons, said to a 
female member of the Commissioner’s 
family: “I presented your husband with a 
fine park wagon. I expect to see you on the 
road.” This is the wagon that KINKEAD 
told the Board that he had purchased with 
his own limited. means. 


THREE Republican State conventions 
wrestled with the Prohibition disturbance 
yesterday. The one in Connecticut favored 
the submission of a Prohibition amendment 
to the people, but did not dare to even hint 
an opinion as to whether it should be adopted 
or not. The; Massachusetts convention 
‘‘welcomed with applause’’ a resolution that 
“the Republican party will do all in its power 
to so amend the Constitution of the State that 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors shall be prohibited,’’ and that, with 
a view to this, ‘‘a radical change in the jury 
laws is demanded.” But the only reference 
to the subject in the platform adopted is this 
timid and evasive exvression: *‘We invite 
the intelligent and candid consideration of 
all propositions in aid oftemperance and 
good order.’? The Missouri Republicans at 
Jefferson City thought to please the Prohi- 
bition brethren by recognizing the evils of 
unrestrained traffic in liquors and the duty 
of the State to “reduce its harmful effects to 
aminimum.” But Prohibition is indirectiy 
condemned and opposed by recommending in 
place of it the direct enforcement of existing 
license-laws and such further legislation on 
the subject as **shall enable the several locali- 
ties and subdivisions of the State to deter- 
mine for themselves whether dramshops shall 
exist among them or not.” This, with a 
civil damage law, the convention pronounced 
a more comple‘e and practical remedy than 
Prohibition. The Missouri Republicans have 
evidentiy been studying the Post-Dispatcu 
and have come very near adopting the advice 


it gave to the Democratic Convention. 
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FOLGER’S nomination by the New York 
Republicans is something more than a per- 


sonal triumph for ARTHUR and CONKLING. 


With such men as these three at the head of 
the party, it goes into the contest with the 
prestige of high public character and eminent 
ability at the helm. Whatever other faults 
‘may be imputed to Roscok CONKLING, it 
can be said of the stubborn pride for which 
he is most blamed that it has kept him pure 
and free from even the suspicion of being the 
tool of any man, or beirg pliant to 
any interest or combination of  in- 
terests in conflict with his own lofty ideal of 
fidelity to a publictrust.

Judge FOLGER has Jong stood just as high in 
public esteem, and President ARTHUR is fast 
vindicating his right to be regarded as morally 
the peer of either of the trio, and every way 
worthy of the confidences accorded him by 
such men as CONKLING and FOLGER. Neither 
of them is a millionaire or dependent on 
money for his advancement in politics, The 
tendency of New York Democracy to nomi- 
nate only the candidates with the largest 
money bags is enough to damn it, and it wil!

The Nominations and Platform 
of the Republican Convention. 


The Prohibition Plank— Convention 
Notes—General Local Gossip. 


The Anti-Filiey Convention closed at Jeffer- 
son City shortly after 6 o’clock last evening, 
with the record of being the most orderly, 
the most representative and the most earnest 
political body that ever gathered at the Capi- 
tal. 


Everything was done tematically and in 
order. The nominations on the State ticket 
were all made by acclamation, which was eas- 
ily accounted for by the fact that the candi- 
dates have as little chance for the Places as 
if they had never been selected. For Supreme 
Judge, Hon. David Wagner always was the 
unanimous choice of the convention, although 
it had been .eaid in the morn- 
ing that he would not accept, and 
Jobn R. Shepley had been mentioned in his 
stead. Wagner was nomiaated with a roar, 
all the delegates rising to their feet as a mark 
of honor. For Superintendent of Pabtic In- 
struction, Prof. 8. C. Hill, of Holt county, and 
for Railroad Commissioner, R. H. Hunt, ot 
Kansas City, were nominated, each by accla- 
mation. 

Con man Robt. T. Van Horo, ot Kansas, 
was the unanimous choice of the conven- 
tion for chairman of the State Central Com- 
mittee on account of the reasons given yes- 
terday. He is considered the best man in the 
State to carry the fight into Filley’s own coun. 
try. To fill the places of the four members of 
the Centrai Committee to be elected at large, 
Chester H. Krum and J. Milton Turner were 
elected by acclamation. N. C. Burch and J. 
8. Upton were elected ay ee to the two 
other places, over a number of competitors. 
The platform, which had been prepared with 
greatcare by Messrs. Hitchcock, Gottschalk 
und others, was then réad as tollows: 

The Fepublican party in the State of Mis- 
souri, in convention assembled, do hereby 
declare their political faith as follows: 

First—We reaflirm our allegiance to the 
fundamental principies heretofore annaqunced 
and successfully put in practice by the Repub- 
lican party of the nation, to-wit: Equui civil 
and political rights for every aduit citizen 
without distinction of race, color or religion; 
the waintenance of the national union as the 
indispensable condition of national and indi- 
vidnal freedom and prospé@rity; the faitnful 
discharge of every pecuniary obligation of the 
nation; a staple and uniform currency based 
not on promises, but on controvertibility on 
demand with the recognized standara of value 
of the world; duties for revenue to be so im- 
posed as to give all needed and reasonable 
protection to American industry without 
lavo.ring monopolies; taith in the progress of 
civilization and 4s a necessary means toward 
and resuit of such progress; the continued im- 
provement, reiormation and readjustment of 
our political and civil institutions. 

Second—We ada the tribute of our unfeigned 
sorrow to the universal testimony of mingled 
grief and respect born, by the civilized worid 
to the exalted personal worth and statesman- 
like qualities of President Garfield, whose 
illustrious Career was Cut short by an assas- 
sin’s hand. To President Arthur we tender 
the assurance of our hearty support in all ef- 
forts to conduct the administration of pupbiic 
affairs for public good and express uur gratiti- 
cation at the broad and national views set 
forth in his special message ot April 17, 1882, 
recommending the improvement of the navi- 
gation of the Mississippt River. 

Third—It is a cardinai principle of our politt- 
cai faith as a nation that all power is derived 
from the people. From this it necessarily fol- 
lows that the powers and duties of the com 
mittees of the party Organizations have no 
greater scope thaa that impiied and under- 
stood in their appointments, the true limit of 
their authority being the management of a 
State or local canvass, obedience to the ex- 
press instructions, if any, of the body ap- 
pointing them, and calling the party together 
in council or convention upon the eve of an 
election. 

Fourth—We affirm that the undivided liberty 
of the citizens should be subject to govern- 
mental coutrol Only so far as demanded by the 
general welfare ; that it is the duty of the Stace 
to so legislate as to confer the greatest guod 
onthe greatest number of its inhabitants. 
Recognizing these principles and recognizin 
that tbe intemperace use of and unrestrained 
truffic in intoxicating liquors jeopardize the 
safety, health and morality of any people 
among whom they~-are tolerated, we beiive 
and declare thatit is the duty of the State to 
restrain the abuse of intoxicating liquors and 
reduce its narmful effects toa minimum. To 
this end we demand the vigorous enforcement 
of existing license laws, andthe immediate 
enactment and faithiul execution oi 
such further statutes as shall enabie 
the ple of the several localities and sub- 
divisions of the State to determine for them 
seives Whether Cramshops shall exist among 
them or not; also a large increase of the cost 
of licenses, so that tne liquor traffic shall bear 
its jast proportion of taxation and be con- 
ducted by responsible persons; also that the 
persons engaged in said traffic shail be made 
civilly liable at law in damages for injuries to 
third spersons -resulting therefrom, and for 
the effective punishment by imprisonment of 
ail perons Violating said jaws, 80 that a strict 
and adequate control of said traffic snayji be 
maintained wherever it is permitted; and we 
further believe that the rigid and impartial 
enforcement of laws such as above proposed 
would furnish a wore complete and practic a) 
remedy for the evils of intemperance than any 
attempt toenforce general prohibitory laws 
against adverse local sentiment. 

ifth—We demounce 48 destructive, not only 
to the Welfare and permanence of the party, 
put also to free republican: institutions, tue 
vicious and corrupt system of *‘boss rule,’’ by 
means of which designing men have sought to 
pervert and abuse for their personal profit 
the party organization, whose only legitinate 
end is the combined action of free men in sup- 
port of definite political principies sincerely 
held, and since ‘‘bossism,’’ that ulcer of 
American politics, has potoriousiy grown up 
out of the abuses of political patronage, 
commonly known as the spoils system, we 
hereby emphasize and renew the demand that 
civil service, State and National, beso reform- 
ed by law that appointments to subordinate 
civil offices shaliin no case be bestowed in 
paymentfor party service, but shall be «pen 
to everv citizen for the sole condition of merit 
and ascertained fitness therefor, and that re- 
wovai from office shail not be at the caprice or 
for the benefit of the would be autocrats, but 
solely for good and sufficient aud pubiic 
cause, 

sixth—We believe that the Satety and per- 
petuity of republican government depends 
upon the intelligence and education of the 
citizens, and thac it is the duty of the State to 
affuru the amplest facilities for the education 
ot the masses at pubiiec expense, and we de- 
mand thatthe public school system of this 
State be made so comprebensive as to aflord 
in ali parts gooa school faciiities tor at least 
eight months’ school in every year. We ar- 
raign the Democratic party for their shametul 
neglect to provide suitable lexisiation for the 
public schools of the State, by reason of which 
the revenue necessary for their support has 
become depleted and the law ieft in such a 
confused condition asto greatly hamper the 
working ol any system.

Wholesale Gambling at Twenty- 
five Cents a Ticket.

Cheap Pool Rooms and Minors Who Pat- 
ronize Them—Gaming Prevail- 
ing Among the Youth and 
Boys to an Alarm- 
ing Extent. 


It was Mr. Peter Manning who, when the 
gambling prosecutions threatened to become 
facts instead of farces, rose to remark that it 
would be easier to dam the Mississippi River 
than to put a stop to gambling here altogeth- 
er, and he, no doubt, was quite honest in the 
utterance. The late Chief of Police, Capt. 
Kennett, held the view that a few well- 
ordered and closely-ecrutinized houses act as 
asafety-valve for those of the community 
who will gamble, avd who are blessed with 
the means todo so. Mr. Sullivan’s prede- 
cessor, Hon. John Morrissey, the great, who 
was as Jong-headed a man as 
most, knew that theruin of asipgle man 
at hisgambling establishment meant a general 
attack upon it, and was therefore most care- 
ful as to the solvency—or, rather, 
wealth — of any or every ene 
who wished to gamble where he 
presided, and so, though fortunes were lost 
at his tables, the riches of those whose ivories 
were clipped there were invariably sufficient 
tosee them through without provoking too 


clamorous a scandal,and he was, therefore, 


left to carry out his system and amass a for- 
tune in peace and quietness. Herein St. 
Louis we have at length awakened to a de- 
termination to put a stop to gambling, and 
public opinion has in consequence forced our 
Police Béard to put its foot on such games as 
faro, keno and the lottery. 
of-the dens consecrated to these systems of 
speculation as well as those places called 
poker-rooms and Pate’s patent horse racing 
grand stands, the city has sat content in the 
beilef that it has carried outa 
GRAND AND ABSOLUTE REFORM, 

and that outside of the bulling and bearing of 
corn, wheat, cotton ‘and produce, such a 
vice as public gambiing has altogether ceased 
to be here. That such is not the case is 


known to thousands of thereaders of the

The combination speculator takes stock of 
these horses, exercises bis memory as to their 
recent doings,or refreshes it from a perusal of 
Krik’s or Good win’s guide; comes 
to the conclusion that Mattie Rapture wil! 
win the first race, Creosote the second and 
Cardinal McCloskey the third. He, for the 
nonce, sinks the names of the horses, who 
become numbers 4,7 and 6 of their respective 
races. Up to the filling of ninety-nine spaces 
on tbe board, any one has a right to name a 
combination. Tous A can name 1, 1, 1, as his 
fancy, whilst Bb can name 5, 9, 10, and as soon 
as either they, or X, or Y,vr Z, has named nis 
fancy itis placed ow the board. YVakivg our 
4,7,6as likely to win, the speculator ap- 
proaches a cashier’s desk, deposits his quar- 
ter, and, if no one else has yet named 4, 7, 6, 
a space, sav No. 65, 1s assigned that combina- 
tion, the figures 4, 7,6 are chalked thereon, 
he receives a cueck ticket numbered 65 in re- 
turn for his quarter, and awaits eventualities, 
whilst the igure 1, indicating a single specu- 
latioa on that combination, 1s aiso marked 
ufter the figures 4, 7,6. Every succeeding 
speculator who chooses those numbers 
merely says °‘65!’’ at the desk, 
when he also receives acheck numbered 65, 
and with each purchase of a ticket the post- 
fixed No. 1 18 increased for each one who 80 
chooses that sspace. It is not necessary 
that all or even half the spaces are filled ana 
one is invariably reserved for “the fieid,’’ 
which means thatthe speculators wno buy 
“the fieid” do so in the belief that noone will 
hit all the three winners,in which case buy- 
ers of *‘ibe field’’ carry off the monev. 

For the purpose of ilijustration, suppose

The Possibilities and Combina- 
tions in New York Politics. 


The Great Lead Arthur Has Obtained as 
the Next Presidential Candidate. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch: 

NEW YorkK, N. Y., September 21.—Folge 
will probably be elected. Democrats, 
some of whom have been named for the 
Governorship, themselves tell me Foiger is a 
stropg candidate in spite of the 


mouthings of the Garfield half- 
breeds, His strength lies in the 
idea of capacity and fitness for the place. I 
don’t. myself think much of his character, 
but every delegate I have asked 
says he will be a strong candi- 
date. When he ran for Chief Justice in 
1880 he received over 7,000 votes more than 
Garfield. The Democrats will nominate 
against him Flower or Gen, Slocum. The 
former is a Wall street broker, and 
would simply run on_ the barrel, 
The Republicans would at once charge, with 
some reason, that he bought the nomination 
and intended to buy the eiec'ion, and was the 
Jay Gould candidate. Slocum would run 
on his military record, but in 
a commercial State like New York 
ideas of fitness and business have more in- 
fluence. The important event is Tilden’s 
absolute and sincere retirement from all con- 
nection with party affairs. The 
poor old man is nearly dead 
and can hardly whisper. He cannot last 
much longer. The first result of his abdi- 
cition will be the admission of Tammany and 
John Kelly into the regular convention at 
Syracuse to-morrow. This will be done as 
I predicted several days ago, though Tilden’s 
most intimate friends oppose it, but it will 
be done. There will be anotber love 
feast and harmony, and whoever 
receives the nomination will receive 
a very large vote. The State is evenly 
divided, and if the Democrats had a pure, 
stropg candiiate like Sevmour or Clarkson 
Potter, they could beat Folger easily. 
But a Wall street broker like 
Flower as the Democratic candidate 
for Governor will mean a ridiculous defeat. 
Never was there a great party more in need 
of head and brains than the New York 
Democracy. Conklingisin a good humor. 
had a long chat with him 
when last night’s news came in. He re- 
ceived the tidings of bis friend’s 
misfortune with wonderful equanimity. 
The nomination of Folger by a very clise 
vote, precisely as I predicted, is the m pst im- 
portant act of the Arthur Administration. 
It means confrol of the key to the 
Presidency in 1884. Mr. Folger will rémaio 
Arthur’s lieutenant. He will be simciy 
transferred fromthe Treasury to the heud of 
the State Government at Albany, in place 
of Cornell, removed. Folzer’s term 
will run until 1886, into the 
next Presidency. The union 
between the State and National Administra- 
tion, will form the greatest combination of 
political power known iu this State. This 
power has been divided hitherto. Se'mour 
was Governor during the war. During Grant’s 
first Administration the Democrats had 
the State under Hoffman. During Grant’s 
eecond term Dix and Tilden had their own 
machines. Robinson succeeded Tilden, 
and Corneli Robinson. Both were 
against the W asbington machine. 
The great power and patronage 
of the Governorship were not with the Na- 
tional Administravion since the war. If 
Folger is elected this wiil be the case. How 
powerful the patronagejof New York’s Gov- 
ernor is was shown by Vornell, Who against 
hisiown corrupt record came near beating Ar- 
thur’s combined force. With Folger at Al- 
bany, in Cornell’s place, Arthur and Conk- 
ling will have more power to control the 
next Presidency than Grant ever had. +. 


Republican Disaffection.

His 
face was not unfamiliar to the officers at the 
Four Oourts, as he has already been twice ar- 
raigned betore the tribunals of justice in that 
building. When spoken to he assumed an 
ease which his perturbed state of mind did not 
warrant, ‘‘I have no stateme nt to make about 
the matter uvtil I see my attorney.’’ 

‘*Whois your attorney ?’’ 

‘*‘T buve sentfor Mr. Lodge. When I have 
legal advice Imay beready to make a state- 
ment for the reporters. I will say this now, 
that this prosecution is simply instituted as an 
offset to my suit for slander aguinst George 
D. Capen.’’ 

The reporter suggested that he would prob- 
ably have to obtain a permit from Warden 
Willis to attend the Capen suit, but Russell 
entid he would furnish bond, aud ex- 
pected to get out ot the trouble. 
He said that the statement that Mr. 
Scarrite was looking for tim with a revolver,is 
untrue,as he walked about Kansas City all day 
Tuesday. In this the young man is simply in- 
dulging his proc:ivity for lying for which he 1s 
justiy celebrated amongst thoswe who kaow 
him. When the POST-DiSPATCH rep- 
resentative called at Mr. Searritt’s 
house in Kansas Oity yesterday he 
was mistaken tor the blackmatlier and received 


‘atthe point of a revolver, which was only re- 


tired on his establishing his identity. Con 
cerning his reaciness to answer the charges, 
the young man spoke asif he was havkering 
to getinto jail. He said ne had offered to pay 
the officer extra if he would take him back to 
St. Louis immediately. He continues to make 
his slunderoue statements. 
ANOTHER WARRANT. 

To-dav Mr. Capen swore out another war- 
rant against Russell charging bim with rob- 
bery in the thua degree. The-amount charged 
in this warrant is $250, and is based on about 
the same tacts as those in the former warrant. 

Biigb, who was Russell’s associate ia the 
disreputabie business, is 4a graduated 
restaurunt waiter. A few Vvears ago he was 
employed at Bryarly’s, on Chestuut street, 
and has since been slinging 
hash at various down town bean- 
elies. He was afterwards employed at 
the St. Louis Club, from which place he was 
discharged tor stealing spoons. He was sent 
to the Wort:-honse for six months for petit 
larceny and shortly after his discharge bDe- 
came a private detective.
